Cleveland and Hendrtcks. 


NEW YOBK, August 30.—The status 


of Tammany in the present campaign 
has been definitely fixed, and on Fri- 
day evening next, the committee on 
organization will meet and perfect 
arrangements for a characteristic 
Tammany ratification of Cleveland 
and Hendricks, which means a mteir- 
ing of fully 35,000 men divided into 
four factions, filling Tammany Hall 
and Niellson Hall and the Academy 
of Music with the overflow stands all 
along Fourteenth street, Irving Place, 
and Union Square. Senators Bayard, 
Blackburn and Voorhees, Congress- 
men Carlisle, Cox and Bandall, Gen.

AWFUL WORK OF A CYCLONE. 


fiVANsnr.r.E, 
Ind., 
Aug. 30.—At an 


early hour yesterday morning the weather 
was uuusuallf .sultry, every 0110 complain- 
ing of Intense heat 
Tliere was something 


in the atmosphere that sec'iuuJ to fore- 
shadow some unusual barometrical phenom- 
enon. At about 8:80 o'clock heavy black 
clouds began to form in the west, while oc- 
casional livid streaks of lightning lighted 
up the dark and angry sky. Soon 
the 


wind began to blow, ami dust on the streets 
for a few minutes whirled 
in clouds 


that 
obscured 
the 
vision 
farther 


than a block or two. 
Then the 
thun- 


der pealed, lightning flashed, and rain 
began, accompanied by a wintl that seemed 
almost irresistible. People on tlie streets 
rushed to places of shelter. Tile water 
descended in sheets, and in a few minutes 
the streets were flooded. 
The wind in- 


creased in fury, and the storm continued Cor 
more timn half an hour, during which time 
most wido-snruail destruction took place. 
The damage to property all over the city is 
enormous. 
Hundreds ofhouses, mills, fac- 


tories, warehouses, stores, etc., were un- 
roofed, and in many Instances whole houses 
were blown down. 
The destruction to 


shade trees was immense, but with exception 
of one negro who was killed in a railroad 
camp below the city there were no serious 
personal injuries, which is perfectly marvel- 
ous nnrior tlie cirruuistancos. 
Among the 


MM.-'! sei ions In^cs was the tot.il destruc- 
tion of. the l.omsviila A; Nashville round- 
house, which fell a iii-iss of brick and iron 
on four large locomotives stored there. The 
transfer stable on Division street Is a com- 
plete wreck, five horses being imprisoned in 
the ruins, but none injured. 
A brick stable 


belween Main and Locust streets collapsed, 
killing a horse that was standing in the al- 
ley hitched to a wagon. Telephone com- 
munication is almost entirely cut oil by 
crossing and destruction of wires. 


Communication with outside towns was 


cut off for several hours, so that the first 
news of a terrible accident which happened 
to the steamer Belmout about tlireo miles 
above Hondeison was not received here till 
about one o'clock. The Uelmont is a trans- 
fer steamer for the Louisville & Nashville 
Railway between this point and Henderson. 
She left hero at eimht o'clock yesterday 
morning, towinff a transfer barge with the 
passenger train for Xaslivilli!, niih about 
sixty passengers. She also h.id about twenty 
or thiity of a crew on board. 
Tlio storm 


was terrilie on the river, and tlie boat 
and barges were separated. 
The former 


sunk almost immedi.\f«ly in the deepest 
water in the river between this point and 
Henderson. From the survivors it is learned 
that the cables holding the boat ami b.tr^e 
together broke away. 
The hold of the 


boat filled with water, and she became 
uninaiugeable, the chimneys going over- 
board and the cabin topling over on 
the 


barge. 
At this 
time several 
persons 


escaped from the boat onto the barge and 
were saved, but immediately aftei ward the 
boat sunk and fourteen persons are known 
to have been lost.

of the storm. Hemlowi was thrown into

White 
caps iaslied to fury by the storm, dashed 
high up, and threatened to swallow every- 
thing In their freuzy. 
The Keith was co,n- 


ina up the river, but wisely dropped back 
to tlie elevator. The storm seized the Josh 
V. Throop. ind tore her chimney oil and 
riddled her badly. All o£ her crew deserted 
her except Captain Throop, Jim Larue, Bill 
Meyers and Dallas Webster. The Silver 
Thorn also lost her chimneys. 


The Hotspur and barge was blown up on 


shore. 
Bingham's little wlurf-boit was 


blown against a large one and badly stove 
in. The transter tnrge was torn loose from 
the Iron Clitf and thrown up on the bur op- 
posite Vine street, but afterward was blown 
over to a point on the Kentucky shore, 
where ulje now is. The Little Wabash 
River boat was 
pailght in the riyor 


and swamped. 
A larga stone Derrick 


was also blown out to the bar. The 
ferry-boat 
w-is 
blown 
hard 
aground 


on the bar while her dock was sunk near 
the i>oint. 
A schooner-rigged boat, the 


projierty of some proprietary-medicine man. 
the Good Samaritan, was riddled from stem 
to stein. The skiffs of Ike Finch and his 
boat-shop were blown high and dry. The 
loss of the steamer J. V. Throop is 81,203, 
fully insured in Louisville underwriters. 
Altogether the damage in the city will 
amount to sevtiral hundred thousand dollars, 
iionfl of which could be covered by in- 
surance.

GP.KKI.IIY. Col., Aug. SO.— About eleven 


o'clock Thursday night a train of seventeen 
cars belonging to Oi tun's Anglo-Anieric-iii 
circus left Fort Collins for ciolden on the 
Greeloy, Salt Lake & I'acilic Itailroad. 
When the train, running about twenty-five 
miles an hour, was nearing Windsor, a 
small station a few miles from here, the en- 
gineer discovered that the car next to tlie 
engine was on 
fire. 
He at once re- 


versed the engine and sounded the alarm 
whistle. 
In the burning car there were 


sixty meu arranged in 
three 
tiers of 


berths on either side. The forward side 
door was closed and the men in the bunks 
were sleeping against it. The rear side 
door was also closed, and the men, when 
they awoke, discovered that the lower un- 
occupied berth next to it, containing rub- 
bish, was on lire, filling the car with smoke 
and cutting off escape in that direction. 
The only means oC egress wns through a 
small window between the car and tlie en- 
gine. John Pine, of Edgerton, Wis., ami 
Elmer Millet, of Iowa, crawled through tlie 
opening and tried to pass in water from the 
engine tank. 


Owing to the suffocating gases it was 


difficult to arouse the sleepers. Some were 
kicked and bruised in a shocking manner 
and pitched out of the 
window. 
Tlie 


screams of those unable to get through 
the blocked aperture were terrifying. 
Tlie 


wild glare of the flames an I tlie screams 
of the burning victims outside, who lay 
writhing iii 
agony 
on the 
cactus-beds 


caused the wild beasts in the adjoining 
car to become frantic with terror, 
mak- 


ing tlie scene truly appalling. The per- 
formers who occupied the rear cars gazed 
with wliito facjj on the awful spectacle. In 
the midst of the contusion two or three 
heroic fellows bravely cut their way to 
their companions to find them already in 
the agony of death. Albert Lake, in charge 
of the animals, with his friend 
Kent, 


walked over the cactus -m his b.ire feet, 
pouring Duckets of oil on the blistered un- 
fortunates, and wrapped them in blanket-,. 


The heart-lending cries of the men on the 


prairie, the.smothered appeals of the dying 
within tlie car, the roar of the flames, and 
the howling of animals made the scene ter- 
rible beyond description. 
The odor of 


roasting flesh and the distant cry of tlie 
coyotes added to the general horror of the 
scene. 
The voices of the dying grew 


fainter and soon ceased. 


Meantime an engine had gone to Greely 


for assistance, 
returning with Dr. Jesse 


Hawes, President of the State Medical A*- 
sociation.

The 


County Commissioners buried the remains 
in a huge coltin seven feet wide and ten feet 
long, 'hie Coroner impaneled a jury, but 
it was unable to learn the cause of the fire, 
or any important facts, as tuc m inagers, 
with the rism.iiiiJi;r of the compiuy, left im- 
medutcly for Golden to lill an afternoon en- 
gagement.
